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MENTAL health issues are “not 
being taken seriously”, says a 
Haverhill campaigner who has 
suffered from depression and 
anxiety. 

The claim by Ian Withers, 
who developed mental health 
problems after being the victim 
of an armed robbery, comes 
as national figures show 75 
per cent of people with men¬ 
tal health issues aren’t being 
treated. 

Mr Withers, of Beaumont 
Court, said that in his experi¬ 
ence it “took some persistence” 
to be able to access mental 
health services in Haverhill. 

A report by an independent 
taskforce set up by the NHS 
revealed on Monday that 75 
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per cent of people who need 
mental health treatment in 
England aren’t receiving any, 
despite rising suicide rates. It 
adds that mental health is the 
single largest cause of disability 
in the UK. 

Mr Withers said: “The report 
shows that mental health is just 
not taken seriously enough. Six 
years ago mental health was 
supposed to be a focus for the 
Government and little has been 
done since then. 

“Hopefully, this report will be 
a trigger for better support.” 

Mr Withers published a book 
on mental health last year and 
is currently working on creat¬ 
ing an online resource for peo¬ 


ple who need support. 

Helen Melhuish, a Hundon 
resident whose husband, Roger 
Melhuish, took his own life in 
2013, echoed Mr Withers’ con¬ 
cerns. 

She said her family’s experi¬ 
ences of attempting to access 
mental health services in the 
area had been “variable” after 
her husband’s death, and that 
Mr Melhuish had had numer¬ 
ous GP appointments before 
his death without his mental 
health being addressed. 

She said about mental health 
services: “I think they are very 
much still the poor relation. 
Until it affects you, people 
don’t like to think about it. It’s 
one of those areas that to a de¬ 
gree you could say ‘out of sight, 
out of mind’.”

New principal 
reveals plans 


THE new head of a Haverhill 
high school wants its stu¬ 
dents to be “fit for the 21st 
century” and plans to grow 
and develop its sixth form. 

Kath Just will be taking 
over as principal of Samuel 
Ward Academy in Haverhill’s 
Chalkstone Way in June. 

Ms Just, 53, who is origi¬ 
nally from Yorkshire, is mov¬ 
ing from Chiswick School in 
London. 

She said: “I think it’s al¬ 
ways hard to move to a very 
successful school. You want 
to create change but not for 
change’s sake.” 

She said she wants to en¬ 
sure all the students are fit 
for the 21st century. “It’s 
about preparing them for 
a world that’s constantly 
changing, having that flex¬ 
ibility and adaptability and 
seeing no limitations. 

“I came up through a 
grammar school system but 
I fully believe in compre¬ 
hensive education.” 

Ms Just said another pri¬ 
ority would be continuing to 
grow and develop the school 
sixth form. “At my current 
school I am in charge of Key 
Stage Five and have grown it 
- it’s a massive positive im¬ 
pact on the school. 

“It would be getting past 
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students to come back and 
spread the word, to make 
sure students can fully ac¬ 
cess higher education and 
further education. 

“It’s about getting high 
quality destinations for all 
students, whether they are 
apprenticeships, employ¬ 
ment, university or college.” 

The focus on Years 12 and 
13 comes after figures from 
the Higher Education Fund¬ 
ing Council for England 
suggested in December that 
high-achieving students in 
Haverhill were less likely 
than those from other areas 
to end up at university. 

The new head said she 
would be working with the 
head of the Samuel Ward 
Academy Trust, Howard Lay, 
to develop a plan for engag¬ 
ing with the community. 

Ms Just said: “[Current 
head] Andy Prestoe has 
been there for a long time. 
I want to make sure that I’m 
known in the community, 
that I’ve got an open door.” 

She said she would be lis¬ 
tening to what all members 
of the community - includ¬ 
ing parents, staff and stu¬ 


dents - had to say about the 
school. 

Ms Just started her career 
on the Isle of Man, before 
working for several years in 
Singapore, teaching English 
at a foreign language. 

Since then she has worked 
in a number of schools and 
a pupil referral unit in South 
London, and has been at 
Chiswick School for JO 
years. 

She said that one of the 
things that drew her to the 
school was the ethos of 
the Samuel Ward Academy 
Trust: “It isn’t an exam facto¬ 
ry, they see the whole child. 
It’s about making sure that 
every child is seen as an in¬ 
dividual.” 

Ms Just enjoys travelling 
and hiking, having recently 
walked Hadrian’s Wall to 
raise money for research 
into motor neurone disease, 
which has hit one of her 
friends. 

She said about moving to 
the Haverhill area: “I think 
Suffolk is a very, very beauti¬ 
ful area. 

“I am from the country 
and I wanted to go back to 
the country. I just think it’s 
a gorgeous place. Haverhill 
is exactly where I wanted to 
be.”

Action ‘needed 
on busy road’ 


BUSINESS leaders say that 
Haverhill “will suffer” if the 
A1307 is not improved - and 
are calling for a meeting after 
dualling the road was brand¬ 
ed “poor value for money”. 

Chair of Haverhill Cham¬ 
ber of Commerce, Paul Don- 
no, expressed “sincere disap¬ 
pointment” over a report on 
transport improvements to 
the A1307, published by the 
Greater Cambridge City Deal 
two weeks ago. 

The report suggests im¬ 
provements such as cycling 
routes and a park and ride, 
but says dualling the road 
- which the chamber has 
been campaigning for since 
October - is “poor value for 
money”. 

Last Thursday, the Haver¬ 
hill and Suffolk chambers 
wrote to the chair of the City 
Deal Cambridge, Cllr Lewis 
Herbert, highlighting the 
importance of the route and 
pointing out the road’s “trag¬ 
ic history of serious injuries 
and fatalities”. 

Members are meeting to 
discuss the report tomorrow 
and are calling for a meeting 
with Cllr Herbert over the

route. 

Mr Donno said: “There 
continues to be sincere dis¬ 
appointment following the 
publication of the report 
from the Greater Cambridge 
City Deal. 

The A1307 between 
Haverhill and Cambridge 
is no longer fit for purpose 
and unless a commitment 
to make real investment is 
made, then the local and re¬ 
gional economy will suffer.” 

He added that planned 
growth for Haverhill, which 
includes over 4,000 homes by 
2031 and the development of 
the Haverhill Research Park 
as a base for business, will 
further exacerbate the prob¬ 
lems experienced every day.” 

The campaign to turn the 
A1307 into a dual carriage¬ 
way was launched last Octo¬ 
ber with the support of West 
Suffolk MP Matthew Han¬ 
cock and New Anglia LEP 
board director Nikos Savvas. 

In December, campaign¬ 
ers met with roads minis¬ 


ter Andrew lones MP at the 
House of Commons to dis¬ 
cuss the road’s future. 

Haverhill-based chair of 
Suffolk Chamber of Com¬ 
merce, Sarah Howard, said: 
“The A1307 is a very busy 
road with severe traffic con¬ 
gestion occurring every day 
particularly during peak 
commuter times. 

“Lurther to this the road is 
a key arterial link to Haver¬ 
hill industry and commerce 
to the strategic road network 
and beyond. It has great im¬ 
portance to future economic 
growth.” 

City Deal officers con¬ 
cluded in their report on the 
A1307 corridor that road op¬ 
tions including a dual car¬ 
riageway or a bypass at the 
village of Linton would cost 
between £15 million and 
£100 million and represent¬ 
ed “poor value for money”. 

A rail link was also deemed 
poor value.

Hopes to set up 
new town forum 


COUNCILLORS are hoping 
to put an end to Haverhill 
“not being listened to” by 
setting up a new forum to 
discuss issues in the town. 

Haverhill town council¬ 
lors have put forward the 
idea of a “grand committee” 
made up of elected repre¬ 
sentatives from the town 
and surrounding villages. 

The committee would dis¬ 
cuss large-scale issues about 
the area, such as the devel¬ 
opment of business in the 
town centre and Haverhill’s 
lack of transport links. It is 
hoped the committee would 
be able to feed back to St Ed- 
mundsbury Borough Coun¬ 
cil on the issues it discusses. 

The idea was brought up 
by Cllr John Burns at a full 
meeting of Haverhill Town 
Council on Tuesday night. 

Cllr Clive Turner support¬ 
ed the idea, describing the 
town council as “an elected 
group who are not being lis¬ 
tened to in any forum”. 

He asked if they would be 
able to make the commit- 
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tee as powerful a body as 
St Edmundsbury Borough 
Council, which has powers 
such as deciding planning 
applications and organising 
waste collection services. 

Cllr Turner said: “I want to 
know how we can establish 
something the equivalent of 
a borough here, if there’s a 
way we can do that.” 

But Cllr Pat Hanlon ex¬ 
pressed concerns, that the 
“grand committee” would 
not be powerful, saying: “As 
far as I am concerned, this 
. . . would just be a talking 
shop.” 

Cllr Tony Brown said: “It’s 
a starting point, getting eve¬ 
ryone together for common 
ground. It can gel around 
an issue and we can move 
forward that way. It’s the grit 
that hopefully becomes the 
oyster.” 

Councillors agreed that 
they would put the idea on 


the formal agenda for the 
next full council meeting so 
that they could start taking 
steps to get the committee 
set up. 

The idea came about as a 
response to the news from 
leader of St Edmundsbury 
Borough Council, John Grif¬ 
fiths, that the Haverhill Area 
Working Party would be 
shut down for good, despite 
objections from the town 
council. 

The working party, which 
last met on February 25 last 
year, was made up of town, 
borough and county coun¬ 
cillors from Haverhill and 
the surrounding wards, and 
gave recommendations to 
St Edmundsbury Borough 
Council. The town council 
heard on Tuesday that it had 
been shut down because it 
used up council officer time 
without making decisions.

The independent report

Both Mr Withers and Mrs 
Melhuish say they would 
like to see an increase in 
awareness and availability 
of mental health support in 
Haverhill in the coming 
years. 

A spokesman for NHS 
West Suffolk Clinical Com¬ 
missioning Group said the 


group was committed to 
ensuring people in Haver¬ 
hill are able to access the 
mental health services they 
need. “Mental health ser¬ 
vices are delivered locally by 
a number of providers in¬ 
cluding GP practices, com¬ 
munity groups and the Nor¬ 
folk and Suffolk Loundation 
Trust, which delivers men¬ 
tal health clinics from the 
town’s health centre.

Railway link? 
Dream on 

I WOULD like to respond to the 
front page of the Haverhill News 
with regard to no railway for 
Haverhill. 

It is a laudable plan that a large 
expanding town like Haverhill should 
want to be connected to the railway 
network, after all we used to have 
two lines! 

Unfortunately, the way the railway 
is organised in the UK outside 
of the Transport for London area 
means the government owns the 
track and maintains it, rolling stocks 
companies own the rolling stock and 
train operator companies operate 
the routes. A contract is awarded 
to these train operating companies 
to run the trains. There is a limit 
on what fares can be charged and 
to some extent the length and 
frequency of the trains. In order 
to run, the government has to 
subsidise the routes. Basically, the 
train network runs at a loss. Even the 
once profitable freight service suffers 
and does not pay because the road 
network is more flexible. 

Why then, would anyone consider 
financing a brand new railway 
line to Haverhill? There is limited 
demand, no chance in making 
any money. It would be a vanity 
project for the insane. A good way 
of losing millions of pounds. Even 
if, as the government keeps telling 
us, the country wasn't broke where 
would the money come from? Why 
would pensioners swap from a free 
bus service to Cambridge for an 
expensive 20 or so minutes saved in 
time, when they have loads of time 
already. Cambridge station is miles 
away from the shops, the bus drops 
you at the centre. 

Now if some large local company 
wanted a freight line to move loads 
of freight off the road, and was 
prepared to pay the price to have 
all the infrastructure installed, and 
there was capacity to run the odd 
passenger train, and somebody 
was prepared to subsidise the 
route, you might have a plan. By 
all means dream, it is good to have 
dreams, but there is more chance of 
driverless cars.

AN MP is backing a community’s 
efforts to save their local pub - as 
the deadline for villagers to submit 
a bid on it looms. 

The Cock pub in Thurlow is shut¬ 
ting down and villagers are con¬ 
cerned it may be converted into 
accommodation if it is sold to a 
private developer. 

A committee of local people 
is developing a business plan for 
running the pub, and is set to sub¬ 
mit a bid on it by the end of the 
month. They are asking residents 
to pledge money towards shares in 
the business, and have already had 
£55,000 of the £360,000 they need 
pledged. 

MP for West Suffolk, Matthew 
Hancock, has got behind the bid, 
saying: “The Cock pub has been at 
the heart of village life in Thurlow 
since the 17th Century and is a so¬ 
cial hub for those visiting for food 
or a drink. 

“I’m a strong supporter of the lo¬ 
cal team who are working incred¬ 
ibly hard to save the pub and make 


it into an asset for the whole com¬ 
munity.” 

The village has already lost its 
post office and shop, and the com¬ 
mittee spearheading the pub bid is 
determined not to lose the pub as 
well. 

Alison Coffey, chair of the com¬ 
mittee, said: “We don’t want to lose 


this, and the only way we can do 
that is to buy it, and to buy it we 
need investment. It’s a question of 
doing this with the thought of giv¬ 
ing something back to the commu¬ 
nity and helping people.” 

The price of a share is currently 
£250, but the committee is recon¬ 
sidering the share offer and is hop¬ 


ing to provide less expensive in¬ 
vestment opportunities too. 

If the bid is successful, the pub is 
likely to be run as a core communi¬ 
ty benefit society, meaning that the 
profits it makes would be ploughed 
back into local good causes.

‘Tell us about 
bus diversion’ 


RESIDENTS hit by the clo¬ 
sure of a road to buses are 
calling for transport provid¬ 
ers to keep them informed 
about diversions. 

The 13 bus, which normal¬ 
ly travels up Howe Road and 
Arrendene Road in Haver¬ 
hill, has been diverted from 
that route until March 4 
due to county council road¬ 
works. 

But residents Bryn Veck 
and Dennis Richards both 
say the company has not 
properly informed travellers 
about the change. 

Mr Veck recounted trying 
to visit his sister, who lives 
near the closed bus stops: 
“I got on the bus at Haver¬ 
hill bus station and away we 
went. Then it went straight 
over the junction and I had 
to leap up and push the bell.” 

He said the bus company 
should keep passengers bet¬ 
ter informed of diversions, 
adding: “I didn’t see a sign at 
all, I didn’t see anything say¬ 
ing: ‘This is blocked.’ 

“It’s a major closure. A 
lot of people live up there.

What’s the matter with these 
companies?” 

He suggested that one way 
of keeping passengers bet¬ 
ter informed about closures 
would be to make sure the 
driver told passengers get¬ 
ting on the bus about the di¬ 
version. 

Dennis Richards, who lives 
in Haverhill’s Moneypiece 
Close and has a daughter liv¬ 
ing on the Arrendene Road 
bus route, said that he has 
seen people waiting at the 
stops not currently in use, 
unaware of the diversion. 

He continued: “I’m par¬ 
ticularly concerned because 
a lot of very old people use it. 
Now they’ve got to walk down 
to the bottom of a very steep 
hill. 

“If you are 20 it makes no 
difference. If you are 70 it 
makes a hell of a difference.” 

He said that it seemed pos¬ 
sible that a bus would be 
able to continue stopping on 


Arrendene Road while the 
roadworks were happening if 
it reversed into Forest Glade 
in order to turn around. 

But a spokesperson for 
Stagecoach said that while 
the company had looked at 
alternatives to diverting the 
bus from Arrendene Road, 
it had safety concerns about 
reversing into side roads and 
concluded it would not be 
possible to turn around due 
to parked cars. 

Operations director for 
Stagecoach East, Zoe Paget, 
said the company had made 
efforts to inform passengers 
about the diversion. 

She said: “Our drivers were 
encouraged to let as many 
passengers as possible know 
about the council’s road¬ 
works in the run-up to the 
closure. 

“Appropriate notices were 
also posted at all affected bus 
stops, as well as at Drummer 
Street bus station, Haverhill 
bus station, Addenbrooke’s 
Hospital, and online, in order 
to minimise inconvenience 
to our passengers.”

‘Fundraising helps 
keep Karen with us’ 


Since losing her daughter 
Karen to leukaemia in 1998, 
Sylvia Morris has worked 
tirelessly to transform the 
lives of others suffering from 
the same disease. Here, she 
tells Lydia Fallon about her 
mission to keep Karen's 
memory alive. 

S YLVIA Morris's Stapleford home is filled 
with family photos. From school portraits of 
her three grandchildren to happy holiday 
snaps, the smiles of Sylvia's family shine down 
from every wall. 

But there's one in particular which stands 
out. It's the front cover of Telegraph Magazine 
from Easter Sunday 1998 and shows the striking 
image of a beautiful young woman with big, 
Bambi-like eyes alongside the headline "The 
will to live". 

The young woman is Sylvia's eldest daughter 
Karen. Although you wouldn't know it to look 
at her, Karen had been fighting leukaemia for 
over six months at this point, a battle which she 
eventually lost on September 19, 1998, at the 
age of 23. 

Pictures and memories are now all Sylvia has 
left. "It's a beautiful picture," she smiles fondly. 
"It was actually taken by Jason Bell who is now 
the royal photographer! 

"She's lost all her hair at this point but she 
wasn't embarrassed to be photographed like 
that. I remember when it started to fall out 
she asked the nurse to shave it all off. She was 
incredibly brave." 

Bravery, determination and an iron-clad will 
to live defined Karen's year-long battle with 
this cruel disease. In the last months of her life, 
Karen campaigned endlessly to raise awareness 
of leukaemia and ensure more people signed 
up to the bone marrow register. 

After her death, Sylvia was determined to 
continue the invaluable work her Karen had 
started. She set up the Karen Morris Memorial 
Trust in memory of her daughter in 1999, and 
in the years since has raised more than £2 
million and transformed thousands of lives in 
the process. The Morrises are one very inspiring 
family. 

"Karen had always wanted to make a 
contribution to life, to leave this world a 
slightly better place because of her efforts, 
and we wanted to make sure her legacy lives 
on," says Sylvia. "The charity brings some 
meaning to our loss and ensures she didn't go 
in vain." 

Karen was in the middle of a four-year 
French and history degree at Warwick 
University when she was diagnosed with 
leukaemia. She was in Paris, teaching English 
to secondary school students, when she 
noticed some bruises on her legs, "but she 
thought she'd just banged her shins; that she 
was just a bit clumsy," Sylvia recalls. 

She returned home from Paris not long 
after and decided to go to the doctors after 
discovering a blotch on her face too. It was at 
this point, Sylvia says, "everything exploded. 

We were about to go on holiday to Spain when 
we got a phone call asking Karen to come in 
to the hospital, and for me to come with her. 
They'd sent off for a blood test for the mark on 
her face and had the results . . ." 

On September 11,1997, doctors diagnosed

Karen with chronic myeloid leukaemia. Karen 
was just 22. She was fit, healthy and had 
her whole life ahead of her - the news was 
incomprehensible. 

"It was an old man's disease and Karen was 
always so healthy; we were stunned," recalls 


Sylvia. "Karen immediately burst into tears, 
and then slowly started coping with it, while I 
was slower to absorb it; all I could think was 
'Why us?'. 

"But I had to stay strong for Karen's sake, 
and for my younger daughter Debby. I 
remember the week before she passed away 
the doctor saying to me 'There is no hope; 
how are you always so cheerful?' and I 
said 'How else can I be? I've got to 
be strong in front of them'." 

The day of her diagnosis Karen 
agreed to front a campaign for the 
Sue Harris Bone Marrow Trust, 
with the aim of encouraging 
more donors to sign up to the 
bone marrow register. 

"She was a very popular youth leader 
with a large circle of friends, and as a result of 
the campaign thousands joined the register and 
tens of thousands of pounds was raised," smiles 
Sylvia. 

Never one to rest on her laurels, Karen also 
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started her own campaign for Leuka 2000, 
the fundraising branch of the Hammersmith 
Hospital where she was receiving treatment. 
"She was so incredibly brave. I have this picture 
in my mind from when I used to drop her off at 
the hospital. She'd get out the car, sling her bag 
over her shoulder and march in," says Sylvia. 

"She wanted to know everything, all the 
what-ifs. I could only cope with what was 
happening in the moment but she had 
a great inner strength. Even on the 
night before she passed away, she 
was asking the consultant for her next 
booster." 

Sylvia's life has changed irrevocably 
since Karen's passing. "When you lose 
^' a child nothing else bothers you any 

more; it puts everything into perspective," 
she says. 

Nothing can ease the pain either, she adds, 
but throwing herself headfirst into Karen's 
fundraising initiative did prove a great source of 
comfort and strength. "I found it therapeutic; 
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“I had to stay strong for 
Karen’s sake, and for my 
younger daughter Debby.

something to hang on 
to which wasn't just 
memories. It was a way of 
keeping her name alive 
and to keep her with us." 

The Karen Morris 
Memorial Trust (KMMT) 
became a registered 
charity in 1999, and 
nearly 1 7 years later 
continues to thrive. 

The main focus of 
the charity is Karen's 
Homes from Home, 
which aims to provide private, on¬ 
site accommodation for the families of 
people suffering from leukaemia, so they 
can support each other through the ups and 
downs of treatment. The charity has homes 
at four of the leading leukaemia hospitals 
in the UK (with a fifth hopefully on the 
way): Hammersmith, the Churchill 
in Oxford, the Queen Elizabeth 
in Birmingham and our own 
Addenbrooke's. 

"The emphasis is very 
much on 'home'," explains 
Sylvia. "They are all very 
welcoming, fully equipped 
with books and games. 

Families can cook their 
favourite meals; they can 
have a bath, everything is 
meant to be designed for 
comfort." 

Running the charity can, Sylvia 
concedes, be a lot of hard work, 
but the feedback she receives from users 
makes it more than worthwhile. "From 'It gave 
us a chance to be human beings and a normal 
couple, not a patient and a carer' to 'I could be 


with my wife 24/7 for 
her last Christmas'; it's 
been really wonderful 
to hear how the homes 
have helped people." 

Her unwavering 
dedication hasn't 
gone unnoticed. 

Sylvia was recently 
one of 33 medallists 
honoured at the 
British Citizen Awards 
(BCAs), a national 
honour celebrating 
the country's unsung 
heroes. "The ceremony was amazing; I didn't 
think I'd be as affected as I was," she says. 

What would Karen have thought of it all? 

"I could hear her shrieks of 'WOW!'," she 
chuckles. "She was very much there with us." 
Sylvia talks about Karen often; wonders 
what her daughter would be up to 
if she was still alive, and how 
different her own life would be. 
"I've got three grandchildren, 
and when you ask the 
youngest (whose middle 
name is Karen) what her 
name is she will say 'Ayela 
Auntie Karen Jepps'. And 
they all ask 'Would Auntie 
Karen have liked me?' We 
talk about her all the time; 
it's important to keep her 
memory alive," says Sylvia. 

"I remember at her funeral the 
rabbi said her book is still open and 
at the time I felt really cross, really upset 
about that because it wasn't, but, actually, it 
really is. She's always with us - just not in the 
way we would like."

Fears of long journeys as 
Government shuts court

THE nearest magistrates’ court to 
Haverhill is set to close. 

The court, in Honey Hill, Bury 
St Edmunds, was confirmed last 
Thursday as one of 19 courts in 
the south-east of the country the 
Government plans to shut. 

Bury St Edmunds court will re¬ 
main until “local alternative provi¬ 
sion is established” for family court, 
but it will be moved to the town’s 
Triton House. 

All other cases will be sent to Ip¬ 
swich or Norwich to be heard - de¬ 
spite concerns raised about trans¬ 
port links and access to justice. 

Cases from the Haverhill area are 
usually heard at Bury Magistrates’ 
Court, except for cases from the 
Cambridgeshire/Suffolk border. 

Last year’s consultation on the 
closure received 132 responses. 

One request was made to con¬ 
sider using Cambridge magistrates’ 
as an alternative court, as it is closer 
for some Suffolk residents. 

An MP who wrote into the con¬ 
sultation, but is not named in the 


document, said: “Given the size and 
rural nature of my constituency, 
and Suffolk generally, the financial 
burden and inconvenience placed 
on court users will be significant.” 

Cambridgeshire and District Law 
Society also wrote on behalf of 768 
members to oppose the closure on 
the grounds of “increased costs and 


travel time of court users”. 

From 2014 until 2015, Bury St Ed¬ 
munds Magistrates’ Court was run¬ 
ning at 59 per cent of its capacity 
- 15 per cent higher than what was 
quoted in the original document. 
It also claimed there was a regular 
train service between Bury St Ed¬ 
munds and Norwich, when users 


would actually have to travel via Ely 
or Stowmarket. 

One respondent pointed out that 
train and bus journeys stated by the 
Government assume people start 
travelling from Bury - when people 
actually start from their homes and 
could face journeys lasting hours to 
reach Ipswich or Norwich.

SEAT has unveiled its first SUV in 
Barcelona. 

At UK launch this September, Ateca 
will be available in a wide range of 
variants. The choice of powerful 
turbocharged TSI petrol and TDI 
diesel engines spans from 115 PS to 
190 PS, with either front-wheel or 
all-wheel-drive, mated to manual or 
dual-clutch DSG transmissions. The 
extensive array of technology options 
extends from full-LED headlights 
through a broad portfolio of assistance 
systems, including some of the very 
latest Group technology, such as 
Traffic Jam Assist and Emergency 
Assist, right through to a package of 
high-end nfotainment systems with 
eight-inch touchscreens and Full Link 
connectivity. Three trim levels will 
offer colours and top-quality materials 
to suit every taste, with the top-spec 
being the Ateca XCELLENCE. 

"We have put together an amazing 
package of technologies and 
innovations for the Ateca - delivering 
more safety and utility but, above all, 
the most dynamic driving experience 
possible. We will set a whole new 
standard within the segment with its 
light-footed, precise handling," says 
Dr. Matthias Rabe, vice president of 
R&D at Seat. "It is incredibly fun to 
drive. And we have combined this 
driving experience with compelling 
utility, making the Ateca a hugely 
versatile companion for an active 


urban life." 

In keeping with Seat tradition, the 
Ateca derives its name from Spanish 
geography, this time taking inspiration 
from the village of the same name 
which lies in the west of Zaragoza, 
right in the heart of the brand's 
homeland. 

The Ateca's design is utterly 
unmistakable. The front end of the 
Ateca is 100 per cent Seat and yet 100 
per cent SUV. The large, high grille 
brims with confidence, achieving "a 
muscular stance that exudes solidity 
and reliability". 

The range of innovative driver 
assistance systems is extensive and 


includes Traffic Jam Assist:at traffic jam 
speeds, the Ateca steers, accelerates 
and brakes automatically within the 
system boundaries. At higher speeds 
of up to 37mph, the system provides 
support with speed control and lane 
keeping. A new safety function is 
Emergency Assist: if the driver remains 
inactive beyond a certain period, the 
vehicle issues first a visual then an 
acoustic warning, followed finally by 
a brief pulse of the brakes. If there is 
still no reaction, the Ateca slows down 
to a standstill, while staying in lane. 
Rounding off its array of additional 
support technologies are ACC with 
Front Assist, Traffic Sign Recognition, 


Blind Spot Detection, Rear Cross 
Traffic Alert and Top View Camera. 

All powertrains are turbocharged. 
They range from 115 PS to 190PS. 

The diesel options start with the 
1.6 TDI 115PS. The 2.0 TDI is 
available with 150 and 190PS. Fuel 
consumption figures range from 56 
to 66mpg, its C02 figures from 112 
to 131g/km. The entry level petrol 
engine is the 1.0 TSI with 115PS. 

The 1.4 TSI comes with cylinder 
deactivation under partial load and 
produces 150PS. The consumption 
and emissions figures for these engines 
are between 46 and 53mpg and C02 
figures of 112 to 131 grams. 



VOLKSWAGEN: Changing tack 

VW replaces 1.4 and 
1.6 units with a 1.5 

VOLKSWAGEN'S current line-up 
of 1.4 and 1.6 engines will be 
replaced by a new set of 1.5-litre 
models. 

The new TSI and TDI engines 
will replace the existing engines 
in popular cars from Skoda, 
Volkswagen, Seat and Audi. 
Volkswagen says these new 
engines are designed to meet the 
much more difficult emissions 
regulations set to begin in 2020. 

The engines are understood to 
be similar in size and shape to the 
existing ones, however the new 
models are likely to be lighter 
and more aerodynamic than the 
outgoing versions. 

Volkswagen has been criticised 
in recent months for their role in 
the 'dieselgate' emissions scandal, 
in which the Wolfsburg-based 
car maker was accused of putting 
'defeat devices' in cars to cheat 
emissions tests.
